Sportswear Somewhat Independent 


It is quite easy to understand, 
this general trend, and it is 
equally obvious that some of the 
characteristics that the general 
mode displays will not be adopted 
by the sports mode. The uneven 
hemline and the longer skirt will 
be seen in afternoon and evening 
Models, but the sports mode will 
accept length only when it has to.

With accent on general variety, 
we stress certain things as favorites 
with the “haute monde” of fash- 
fon.

In colors, brown 
and the tones of beige were spe- 
cially noticeable, although there 
were reds and blues and greens, 
with, black everywhere apparent as 
an accent.

Beige has been so popular all 
through the summer season that 
we might reasonably expect the 
success of some rival color, but 
such is not the case. Everywhere, 
beige, and entire costumes were 
developed in it, even footwear and 
headwear showing no contrast. It 
Promises almost as much variety 
in coats, suits, frocks and acces- 
sories, as does black, still fashion's 
best-loved color, 

In many instances, when the 
frock, coat or suit is of another 
color, the accessories are beige, for 
it 1s sufficiently neutral to combine 
well with strong tones. And It is 
to the sports mode that the strong 
colors belong. With the prom- 
inence of the brown range beige 
assumes new importance, being the 
logical tone for gloves, hosiery and 
the little things of the costume. 


Typical Of This New Mode 


We may not forget the funda- 
mentals of the costume in a con- 
sideration of the details. Frocks, 
coats and suits are the former and, 
of course, footwear, headwear and 
the other accessories are the latter. 
Coats in novelty mixtures that 
adopt the colors of woods and 
fields, frocks in weaves that are 
equally novel and interesting, and 
colors that are beautiful, and clever 
suits are offered, 

Ensembles made up of coat and 
one-piece dress, of jacket and 
dress, of skirt, sweater and cardigan 
jacket are the delight of the sports- 
woman, Colors and fabrics are 
combined, or the entire costume its 
carried out in one color or shade 
and one material. Possession of 


several coats and several frocks 
and sweaters would mean a versa- 
tile wardrobe, if colors and fabrics 
are carefully considered.

Concerning Fabric Working 


No matter what the use of a 
garment may be, it will, sooner or 
later, adopt the new decorative use 
of materials. ntire costumes are 
made up with no other trimming 
than specially conceived uses of 
the fabric of the garments them- 
aclves. This is one of the most 
popular methods of achieving the 
deceptive simplicity that is the 
foremost characteristic of the au- 
tumn mode. 

An excellent illustration of this 
idea is provided in the little dress 
of flannel that has ombre stripings 
on a tan ground, green the color 
chosen for effective contrast. The 
model is two-piece, and the strip- 
ings are used in vertical and hori- 
zontal effect to achieve becoming 
lines. The buttons-are green, and 
their purpose is to emphasize the 
color that they repeat. 

Since two colors and two ma- 
terials are so frequently used, an- 
other two-piece model has been se- 
lected to illustrate this idea.

Headwear In Interesting Variety 


Felts seem to have the prefer- 
ence for sportswear, although they, 
in turn show a preference for vel- 
vet trimmings. Practically every 
sports hat fs really small in size, 
and shapes vary from the helmet 
—very popular—to the hat with 
the vagabond or the very narrow 
brim. Incidentally, the helmets 
trim themselves, not even asking 
the assistance of a fancy pin.

Pointed 
fox furs were worn with the all- 
black ensemble, and suede foot- 
wear.
